the fire inthe earth; and the aire inthe water : and they 
are ſo knit together, thatthey.cannot be ſeperared. Two 
ofthem arc fixed,as the earth antfire . two are flyings.as 
waterand aire. Therefore euery elementdoth parcicipate 
within othet elements, Moreouer, in- cuery element arc 
two otherelements, one coapingpancifyingand combu- 
Nible;theother etcroall and jncorruptible as the-heaven : 
:befides iutheſe natures licth hid an other nature which is
